Brigadier-General Ten Broeck orders that he be re- 
spected as such, and that all military orders from 
him are to be obeyed. 

The Commander in Chief strictly enjoins it on 
the officers commanding brigades to make their re- 
turns cf vacancies, and the naraes and ranks of their 
several officers, to the adjurant general, previces to 
the next session of the legistature, in order that the 
honorable council of appointment may be enabled to 
fill the vecancies at an early day cf their meeting. 

The Commander in Chief also requres the se- 
veral brigate inspectors to € xward their inspection 
returns within thirty days after their inspections are 
completed ; to the end that the acijutant general may 
have the annual returas of the militia prepared in 
season for the purpose prescribed by law. 

The Commander in Chief states that the delin- 
quencies and remissness in this particular, onthe part 
of seme of the brigade inspectors, have been so fre- 
quent heretofore, that he will feel himself constrain- 
ed to noticc such as may occur in future with grear 
stricir ess. 

The Brigadier directs what the officers of this bri- 
gade pay strict atrention to the militia law, which 
at this time +s so interésting to the public wellfare ; 
amd expec’s immediate and unremittirg attention to 
the troops under their command, to fulfil with ho- 
nor the trust reposed in them : and also directs their 
part: icular attention to be paid to the fourth section 
of the milikia law passed the twenty-seventh session 
cf the lezislature, and toan act of the legislature 
passed the fifth of April, 1803, whereby the com- 
inandirg officers of regimenis and battalions are di- 
rected to make returas in due form of their respect- 
ive corps, to the oft.cers commanding the brigade, 
within one month after the annual inspection and 
review, together with rhe return of the vacancies 
and other cacualties, naming therein the persons en- 
titled toe yromarion. 

Asthese ¢™>- are evj-imed by law, ard are es-

The officers commanding regiments will immedi- 
a‘ely appoint boards of officers to ascertain the re- 
tative rank of the cfficers of their respective regi- 
ments.

eitiavia that may furround it. . To obvi- 


wie thelr citculties, the following is the 








manner that the runnet was prepared in 
my dairy, Take the fkin, or runnet bag, 
as foon as the calf is killed; let it be care- 
fally: cleaned by hand without touchin 

water ; let it then be put into a brine, hs 
trong that it will diffolve no more fait ; 
ot this brine, three pints will fuffice for a 
{kin ; let it be fteeped in it thirty- fix hours, 
or thereabouts ; it may then be taken out 
of the liquor, put into clean bottles, and 
corked; it will keep a year, perhaps long- 
er; the fkin may thea be drawn over a 
bow, falted and dried as ufual; intwoor 
three months, if your liquor fhould fail 
you, it may be fteeped again. It is faid 
to acquire new firength, but not fo much 
as at firft; perbaps the virtue is not whol- 
ly exunbled. by the firft fteeping, and that 
it will not yield it all to three pints of 
water.

Let one general obfervation be made, that 
throughout the whole bufinefs of dairying, 
the greatefl attention muft be paid to the 
cleanlinefs and fweetnefs of the veffels 
ufed, and in the dairy room ; and, in fome 
inftances, it may not be unneceflary to re- 
commend it to the dairy woman in her 
own perfon. 
milk fhould be kept as near as poflible to 


In cheele of one weal the 


its natural beat, till the runnet is put in. 
I find three tea {poons full to a gallon of 


milk, to be the average quantity required 


to caagulate it; but this liquor fhould al-’ 
ways be tried to afcertain ifs ftrength. 


The obje@ is to find the {malleft quantity 
that wil! bring the curd properly, as more 
than that will injure the cheefe. You will 
perceive that it is convenient to make a 
large quantity of this liquor at atime, or 
making it at different times in the fpring, 
when you begin to make cheefe, which is 
{eldom till all the calves are killed, let it be 
mixed and then tried, alter which there is 
no trouble with the runnet; and you may 
be certain that whatever other defeé the 
clecfe may have, it will not be fiong or 
hove ; this is folely owing ta the too great 
quantity, or bad qualiy of the runner. 
My cheefe tub being made of the fame 
diaretzr at the top and bottom, | found 
its contents ir gallons, and made 2 guaging 
rod, marking on the depth of the tub, and 
then fubd.viding that depth, by the num. 
ber of gallons thetub contained, By pur- 
ting the rod into the tub, was readily feen 
the gallons. of milk init. The tub itfelt 
rip hs be thus graduated ; when you would 
make fervants follow rules, it is as necet- 
fary that they. fhould be attended with as 
little trouble as peffible. Having put in 
tbe runnet, the milk fhould not be /uffer- 
¢d to cool too foon, as the curd fhorld be 


Senfibly warm when b; oke up and put in- 


to a hoop, aherwile, the cheefe will be in 
fl.kee when cut, thé curd not univing when 
cold. Thecurd muft not be diflurbed in 
the tub, tll it cleaves from the fides and 
tegins to fettle. It may then be cutthro’ 
chequerwife, and fuffered to fettie ftill 
more; with a proper temperature of air, 
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it will begin to fettle in hal! an hour trom 
the time of fetting the milk ; cold weather 
retards it, and may deleat it; if the curd 
is too long in. coming, the cream begins to 
rife and 1s lof to the cheefe; }; fhould 
therefore be guarded again. There rifes 
upon the whey, when the curd iettles, a 
thin feum, whith fhovld be carefally ® 
moved before the curd is taken oy lek 
it fhould mix with the curd. As it is of 
a more fixed nature than the whey, it will 
not all {queeze out, nor will it blend wish 
the curd, and where a Particle remaing 
there willbe an eye. The curd being 
well drained of the whey, by breaking : 
up fine by hand, is to be falted. This ‘. 
an important part, and of which I am nor 
fo wey informed as 3} with to he. The 
fuccefs of experiments with falt can only 
he determined by the tafte, and this can- 
not always be done, when the cheefe ic 
fold. Salt differs greatly in @rength and 
quality, as is well known to fifhermen, and 
packers of beel. In Ireland, the beef is 
firtt frongly rubbed with blond falt,which 
is mild and penetrating. It is then paffed 
to another hand, who ules a mixture of 
blond and bay falt, which is harth and dry- 
ing, hardening the provifions. ‘ 


From this confijeration of the<ff2&s of 
falt, it may be concluded that bay falt is 
not adapted to cheefe. I. alfo took hay 
falt and diflolved it, and boiled i: down: 
the objc@tionahle parts fly cfl; and the 
more violent the ebulitions, the firen wi'! 
be the grain, which indicates its ftrength, 
the large grain being the ftrongett. lik- 
ed the fake thus obtained, the grain being 
as fine as we'! ground meal. Some ot my 
befi cheefes were made of this fait, and 
the quantity ufed was one tes cua Leaped, 
to fix gajlons cf mi'k. This proportion 
is liable to erso*, as milk will yield more 
or lefs curi,-according to the feafon or 
oualiy of the grafs; and let i: be remem- 
bered that cows fhould never be drove 
hard, eipecially jul betere milking. It 
the common blond falt is vfed, it fhould be 
reduced finer by poondirg, that i may 
roore intimately blend with the curc,. 
The curd being prepared tor the prefs, it 
aopears io me proper that every herero- 
geneous fubfance fanuld immediately be 
prefled ou:. For this purpofe, my firit 
prefs was powerful, being a lever erght 
feet long, oncead fixed by a pin between 
two iumps: fet in a near thefe 
flomps was placed the cheefe; the other 
end of the lever was Joaded with ebout 
two hundred weight of ones; at the other 
end of the bench was fixed two fumps, 
bigherthan thofe fir mentioned, wh ch are 
about fix inches higher under the lever than 
the cheefe hoops ; the other fiumps havea 
cro‘s piece on the top to reft another lever, 
which is hooked tothe end of the firit ts 
raife it. The cheefe being tended és u- 
fual ia the prefs, where it remained twen- 
ty tour hours, was moved to another bench 
containing four divifions, being each fe- 
parate prefs, of no more weight than wes 
immediately laid upon them, about two 
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bandred weight. Tie cheele, when teken 
from the firft prefs, at one end of the fec- 
ond bench, and remained in each twenty 
four hours, moving along every day ull 
arrived at the otherend. I fouppofe three 
days preffing on this fecond bench, fu fi- 
cient lor a checle of twenty-five pounés. 
ht was the carricé to the checie room. 
Screw preffes ere oljeGionable, and the 
preffure docs not follow the cheefe as it 
fetties. My farm hovfe was fortunately 
fhaded by trees; but the better to guard 
againft the fun, I had Venetian fhades 
made for the windows, of clapboards pain- 
ted green, which were cheap and hand- 
fume. I alfo bad made flender. frames, 
over which catgut was ftretched, of a tex- 
ture fine enough to prevent the entrance of 
flics. When the windows were opened, 
thefe frarnes were put in. The cheefe 
s20m fhould be expofed on every fide ex- 
cept the fouth, and one cr more windows 
in each fide. Attention is much required 
to regulate the temperature of the air ; 
firong wind admitted will dry the cheefe 
too fafty and make it crack; to prevent 
this, it is cuffomary with us, to rub the 
cheefe with butter ; In England they wath 
it with new whey, and no butter is ufed ; 
this laft method I did nottry. In hor ful- 
try weather, cheefe will fpread. This 
fhould be prevented by bandages of tow 
cloth, or by putting them into cheefe hoops, 
Tae expenfe of this extraordinary numer 
¢1 hoops is mot great: one cheele faved, 


will pay forten hoops, and they lait many , 


years.— They feldom fpiead after they 
have been madea month. In wet weather 
itis adviieable to burn a little charcoa’ ir 
the chimney of the cheefe room.—The 
quantity of green cheefe obtained from 
milk, was from twenty-tarce pounds to 
twemy five pounds, trom iwemy galions, 
I have yor twenty -feven and three g jarers 
trom 18 galions.-——T hey feldom lofi ir: dry- 
ing More than two and a bell pounds, in a 
cheefe of twenty five pounds weighed 
green fromthe prefs.

Jar bufinels, and nor attended only at €on- 
venient intervals from other woik, as a 
fecondary obj<&, nor fhould a drop ot 
cream be taken trom milk appropria‘ed 
for cheefe. This muft be inviolably ob- 
ferved ; I think that large cheeles general- 
ly prove better than finall ones ; and for 
this reafon thould not wifh to make a 
cheefe lefs than twenty five pounds. But 
if the number of cows is not fufficient to 
make acheefe of one meal, the old milk 
fhould be very well mixcd with the cream 
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that has rifen, and then put intoa farpe 
brafs kettle to warm ove: coals free from 
fmoke, the milk being frequently flirred 
to prevent the bottom of the milk from he.’ 
coming too hot before the top is fi: ficient. 
ly warmed, which will be the c2fe with- 
out attention. It fhou'd be brought as 
near as poffidle to its matutal heat —To 
fave trouble, cur women heet 2 pert very 
hot, then mix it with the cold ; but I have 
no doubt but that this isjures the cheele. 
Putting the milk into deep vefie!s, and 
covering them in a damp fituation, will 
prevent the cream from rifing fo much as 
it otherwife would. 2

FROM THE SECRET HISTORY OF THE 
COURT OF ST. CLOUD-* 


BONAPARTE's BROTHERS AND 
TALLEYRAND. 


Panis, August, 1805. 


‘THOUGH the treaty of ‘Luneville 
will probably foon be buried in the rub- 
bith of the treaty of Amiens, the influence 
of their parents in the cabinet of St. Cloud 
isas great asever: I fay their parents, be- 
caufe the crefty ex-bifhop Talleyrand, 
forefeeing the thort exiflence of thefe bef- 
tard diplomatic acts, took care to compli- 
ment the innocent Jofeph Bonaparie with 
a fhare in the parentage, altho’ they were 
his own exclufive c flspring. 

Jofeph Bonaparte, who, in 1797, from 
an atiorney’s clerk, at Ajaccio, in Corfi- 
ca, was 2t once transformed intoan ambal- 
fador to the court of Rome, had hardly 
reat atreaty, ceicen a difpatch writen, 
brise he was himfellio conclude the cne, 
and to dit:ate the other. Had he net 
been fupperted by able fecretaries, po- 
verement would foon have been convinc- 
ed, that it is as impoflidle to conter talents, 
as itas ecly to give places 10 men to whom 
nature hes relufed parts, and on whom a 
fearay or neglected education has befow. 
ed noimprovements. D-epandreferved, 
hheatrue Italian, but vain end ambiticaus, 
lrke his brothers, under the charetier of a 
fiacefman, he has only been the political 
puppet of Talleyrand. Tf he has fome- 
tin:¢s been applauded vpon the Rages 
where he has been placcé, he is #'fo ex. 
pofed to thé hooting aad” hiiles of the fut. 
tetirg muliitude; while the minilier pock- 
ets undiffurbed all the entrance-money, 
and concéa!s his wickedne({ssand ert uncer 
the cloak of Jofeph; which prote&ts him 
befides againit the anger and fury ot, Na- 
poleone.

As early at tRoo, Telieyrand determir- 
ed tothrow the «ium of hisown ontrag- 
es againft the Jaws of mations upon the 
brother of his mailer. Lucien Bonaparte 
was that yess :fta: amballador to Spain, 
bur not fh:ritg Wich the minifler the large 
profi:s of his apoointmen:, his diplomatic 
career wet but fhort. Jofeph is as greedy 
and as ravenous as Lucica, but not fo frank 
or indifcreet, Wheiker he knew er not 
of Taileyrand’s immenfe gain by the pa- 
cification at Luneville in February 1801, 
be did not negic& his own individual in- 
tercht. The day previous to the fignature 
of this treaty, he difpatched @ courier to 
the rich army contreétor Coljot, acq saint. 
ing him in feorer, of the iffue of the ne- 
g°ciation, and ordering him at the. fame 
time to purchefe fix millions of livres, 
250,001. in. the flecks, on bis accorn:. 
On Jofeph’s arrival at Paris, Collot fent 
him the flate bonds for the {um ordered, 
together with a very polite letter; but 
though he waited on the grand pacificator 
fevers) times afterwards, all admittance 
was rejufed, unil a douccur of one million 
of livres, nearly 42,000!. of Collot’s pri- 
vate profit, opened tie door. In return, 
daring the difeeffions between France and 
En; land ia the fummer et 1801, and in the 
fring of + 802,Collot wes continued Jo- 
feph’s private agent, and fhared with his 
patron, within twelve monihs, @ clear gin 
of thirty-twd milions ef livres. 

Some of the fecret arcieles of the treaty 
of Lunevillé give Anuftria, durirs the in- 
furreftion in Swi:zerland, in the setuma 
of 1802, an opportunity and a right to 
make reprefeniations egzin® the imerte- 
rence of France; a circumfance which 
greatly dilplested Bonaparte, who reproach 
ed Tallevrand for his wart of forefiight, and 
of having been outwitted by the cabinet of 
Vienna.

When a rupure with Ergland was ap. 
pretended, in the fpring of 1803, Talley. 
rand never figned a difpetch, that was not 
previoufly communicated to, and approv- 
ed by Jofeph, before its contents were 
lan&ticucd by N«polevne. 
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Ths precauzion cho fly centioued bim 
Gn plece, whe lord Wiitworh felt this 
capital,’ a deputture shot tncenfed N pole. 
one to fuch adegree,that he entirely forgot

« The representat'ves of the people distinguished 
by their patience in cimes of dificul'y, and, we dare 
to say, celebraced for the solidity of their judginent, 
and ther fidelity in fuldilicg the engagements they 
have contracted, hive confided to us the h -norable 
mission of presenting oubseives before the throne of 
your nvjesty. This pe»rple have. suffered a long 
tive underits own agirations and those of Europe. 
W irnesses of the catastrophes that have overthrown 
sone stares; victims of the disorders by which the 
whole ave been shaken; they have been made sens- 
ible, that the force ot interests and consexions, by 
which the great powers are at present unit d or cdi- 
vided, has rendered it indispensibly necessary for 
them to place themselves. utcder the firse political 
saferuard of Europe.
